always meets with hearty applause from
an nudience, but In what way does that
uppiy to the uniform primary election
sclhieme concocted to confuse sud hnrrass
Donglns county repulilicans?
Conceding that the convention system
has been respounsible for many flagrant
ubivses, and granting that a system that
would enable every voter to participate
directly In the nomination of every cnn-
didinte s desirnble, It still remaing an
open question whether the mode pre-
seribed by the new roles nffords the best
opportunity for arriving at a populnr
cholece. The popular soveredlgnty of the
Ameriean people is exercised at every
sgtage from president down to member
of the leglelature by Indirect selection
nodd not by direct vote of the people.
The chief executive of the nation Is
not voted for by the people, but by presi-
dential electors, and they In turn are
not selected by the people, but by po-
litleal conventions. Suppose that the res
publicans of Nebmska were given the
right to vote directly for presidential
electors Instend of voting for delegotes
to meke the selection for them In state
convention, and suppose that so-called
“slute-making” throngh a conference of
representative republicins to recommend
to the rank and file candldates for presi-
dentinl electors were forbldden, what
chanee would there he for secaring an
expreasion of the majority of the party
in favor of each of the sixteen electors
to which Nebraska Is entitled? “Wonld
not the promiscuous voting for cand!
dntes make It utterly lmpossible to make
a choice short of two or three dozen pri-
mary elections &t which the lowest can-
didates should be dropped in torn untll
at last a majority was secured for each
candidate who was smbitious to deposit
the vote of the state in the presidential
urn.
It has frequently been argued that
direct elections for president would be
more desirable and come nearer to the
spirit of the constitution than the In-
direct vote for presidentinl electors. It
should be borne In mind, however, that
in a presidential election by direct vote
every cundidate wounld be known to the
great mnjority of voters by reputation
if not in person. His public record and
Lils private life would for many months
prior to the election be subject to the
searchlight of publicity and his views on
&l vital issnes would be known to every
man and woman able to read.
In the case in hand, most of the men
who hive entered the llsts os candidates
for county offices by depositing their
money with the committee are unknown
personally or by reputntion to nineteen-
twentieths of the 15,000 republican vot-
ers In the county. At best the outcome
of the direct primary under the pecullar
and unprecedented rules will be like a
gnme of “blind man's buf.”
Inusmuch as the people who profess
the republican creed have no alternative
but to make thelr cholee from the men
who have put up the money as a gunr-
antee of good faith the pretenses of pop-
ular selection is but a delusion if not a
soare,

OUR RELATIONS WITH TURKEY.

The relations between the United
States and Turkey ore not of 4 nature
that warrants any feeling of unfreiendli-
ness. This country has claims agalnst
the Ottoman government which amount
to & comparatively small sum and which
there {s reason to think will in tlme be
antisfuctorily settled. Of course, Tur-
key Is very slow in meeting her oblign-
tons, of whatever character, The pres-
ent sultan is particularly Indisposed to
pay the debts of the empire, however
just they may be, and there Is very good
renson for regarding him as being thor-
oughly upscrupulous. As is well known
he has been promising for several years
to pay the clalms of the United States,
long ago scknowledged by the sublime
porte to be just, and he In still mani-
festing n disposition to put off payment,
Never did a debtor find more excuses
und subterfuges than the Turkish sultan
for postponing the settlement of con-
fessed obligntions,
It s sometimes necessary In dealing
with such n debtor to employ methods
more or less coercive and compulsory.
Numerons examples of this could be
cited. Whether it would be altogether
wise to pursue umh f course in the case
of Turkey is a. question for the careful
congideration of the authorities at
Washington. The sending of American
warships to Beyroot seemed to be fully
justified by the clrcumstances st the
time the order directing them 1o go
there wias glven. The reports lndicatsd
thut Awmeriean cltizens and  Iulerests
were In perll, and although It was sub-
sequently found that these reports were
exaggernted, still the prompt action of
our  government was  generally ap-
proved, ‘That it had a salutary effect
we think cannot regsonably be doubted.
It was action that gave the Turkizh
government to understand, In the most
convincing way, that this government
proposed to protect American iuteresis
regordless of the attitude of the Euro-
pean powers, It lovolved no m?-u,
but simply a warnlng to Turkey that
any wrong to our clitizens within bher do-
maln, or any injory o American inter-
eats, she would have to make reparation
for,

Having accomplished what was
sought in the sending of warships to
Turkish wuters, the question 1s whether
our government should keep them there
longer, in view of the fact thut (he
Turkish government desires their with-
drawal It I8 very ecasy to understand
why that government should wish 10 be
relieved of the presénce In one of hwr
ports of warships whose wmission |8 one
of purvelllapee. That government gquite
oatumily feeis that there s something

FRICTION IN Jil“' ARNY SYISTEM.
It is unfortunate that any Irictlon
should have occurred thus soon vnder
the opoeration of the new army genesral
stalf gystem, but such appears to be the
fact, though possibly it will not ve of a
serious character, or affect to nny ex-
tent the working of the policy of reor-
gnnization that has been established. It
appears that there has arisen a clash of
authority over orders of the ohief of
iaff, involving the simple guestion of
the expenditure of money. It is not a
very lmportant matter In itself and can
of course be very readlly adjusted, Tt
it naturally suggesis the possibllity of
other issues arising that may prove pore
troublesome and perplexing, It shows,
for instance, that while the change to
the genernl staff system Is undoubtedly
wise and In the end will result in gen-
eral benefit to the army, it 2 quite pos-
sille that gome things, more or less es-
sentlal in thelr nature, were overlooked
in the framing of the new policy and
that consequently it may have to un-
dergo some miner, though not wnnim-
portant. amendments,
This is pot at all surprising, for while
great care and dellberation were taken
in deawing ap the bill ereating o general
staff and in this respect effecting 0 rad-
leal reorganization of our military es.
tablishment, it is quite conceivable that
there should be some flaws and defects
that experience with the operation of
the new system would be necessary to
disclose. In n womnl, it was hardly pos-
sible to make a departure of this kind
thnt wonld be faultiess and it Is to he
expected that it will be found necessary
to make a number of changes in the
Inw, anz experience with its operation
shall snggest, before it will be entirely
satisfactory.

A FACT TU BE REMBMBERED,
In his speech before the assoclation
of Maryviand bankers Secretary Shaw
gnld that “the progperity of the Ameri-
can people I8 not mensared by the price
of stocke and honds, but by the output
of our farme and factorles and the
profitable employment of labor.” This
is a fuct which our people should keep
In mind and the truth of which has had
very rocent ilinstration. We have seen
the stock market for months almost in
a state of panle, the prices of sacurities
golng down from day to day and the
lossea of holders of stock measured in
willions of dollare. There has been a
decline, within two years, In the inarket
value of the stocl of a single great in-
dustrial combination exceeding $S0235,-
000,000, Securitles of scores of corpora-
tlons which have gone into the hands of
recelvers have had thelr value entirely
wiped out.

To the holders of such sfock the loss
has been great, but it has not affected
to any appreciable extent the legitimate
hneiness of the couniry or the general
welfare. Our factorier have gone on
produocing, labor has been employed, the
farmer has found n ready market for
his products, our forelgn commerce has
been malntained and so far as appears
there has been no decline in the general
prosperity. It has been very eoncly-
glvely shown that the material welfare
of the Awmerican people is not dependent
upon Wall street, or at least that portion
of it which deals in stocks—that our
prosperity “ls not measured by the price
of stocks and bonds” It is well to un.
derstand this and to keep in mind the
fact that while the manipulations of
speculators may send the price of
stocks up or down, the true measure of
the mnational plosperity is not Lo be
found In the results of these gambling
operations, but in the production of the
farms and factories and the profitable
cmployment of labor. When these aro
in normal operation, as they have been
for several years past, we need not con.
cern ourselves asbout the speculative
price of securitles and can look to the
future with confidence,

A few mnmhs ago l’mmoter Clerq of
thie Consolidated Lake Superior company
was lauded and plctured as the most
suceessful type of modern financiers. Io
the estimation of his boomers Clerq out-
ranked J. P. Morgan, inasmuch as he
began his gigantlc operations as a poor
man. The scene of his anctivitles was
the Sault Ste. Muarie, the water power of
which was hamessed to a large number
of varied industries butit on the Amerl-
can and Canadiun sides of the river.
Capitalized at §100.000,000, the entire
group is now on the aunction block for
ane-twentieth of that sum. Several
thonsaend workmen are clamoring for
their wages, und probably 10,000 share-
holders nre practically stripped of their
investments, The Boo bubble Is the
largest trust scheme to suffer collapse
this year.
